IN WIND-WHIPPED 
LAST SIDE FIRE 


Blaze Spreads Rapidly 
Among Frame Homes 
Occupied by Negro 
Families. 


Twenty-four frame dwellings 
occupied by Negroes in the 1500 
block of D and Seventeenth 
streets, East St. Louis, were de- 
stroyed by fire today, making 
about 100 persons homeless. 

The flames, whipped by a 
brisk southeast wind, spread 
rapidly after breaking out short- 
ly after noon in a house on 
Seventeenth street, destroying 
houses on that street, then 
jumping westward to structures 
on D. 

It appeared for a time that 
the fire might spread further 
toward the downtown district, 
13 blocks away, and nearby resi- 
dents moved possessions from 
their homes as embers fell on 
drouth-dried weeds in vacant 
lots. 

Six of the seven East St. Louis 
fire companies were called to 
the scene. They concentrated 
their efforts on preventing fur- 
ther damage. All off-duty fire- 
men were called back to their 
jobs. 

Five firemen and several res- 
idents were overcome by smoke. 
The firemen, treated at St. 
Mary’s Hospital, were William 
Vollmer, Harry Smith, Carl Ad- 
ler, Robert Robb and Albert 
Cameron.

BOHLEN RETURNS 
HOME FOR REPORT 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28 (UP)— 
Charles FE. Bohlen. United 
States Ambassador to Russia, ar- 
rived at Idlewild airport today 
en route to Washington where he 
will report on a meeting of 
American envoys to Iron Curtain 
countries held last week in 
Vienna. 

Bohlen said he was going to 
‘Washington “by request of the 
Secretary of State for brief con- 
sultations before returning to 
my post in Moscow.” 

Bohlen attended the meeting 
of the ghiefs of United States 
diplomatic missions in Western 
Europe held in Luxembourg 
Sept. 18 and 19. Later he at- 
tended the meeting of American 
diplomatic heads from behind 
the Iron Curtain in Vienna Sept. 
12-24.

New Schedules Effective 


at Once for Com- 


panies in National 
Bureau of Casualty 
Underwriters. 


New liability insurance rates 
for privately owned automobiles 
in the St. Louis area, providing 
reductions for about 20 per cent 
of policyholders and increases 
for many of the rest, were an- 
nounced today by the Insurance 
Board of St. Louis. 

The new schedules, effective 
at once, apply only to companies 
which are members of or sub- 
scribers to the National Bureau 
of Casualty Underwriters, B. J. 
Gregory, board manager. Said. 
He added that “some indepen- 
dent companies will use their 
own rates and classifications.” 

Rate reductions will 
generally to non-business auto- 
mobiles driven by persons over 
24 years of age and not cus- 
tomarily driven to and from

Three Chief Increases. 

Chief rate increases will be 
on machines driven 10 miles or 
more to work and back and on 
machines driven by childless 
married pairs under 25 or bv 
unmarried persons under 25 


who are owners or principal 
operators. 
There is no change in rates 


on individually owned automo- 
biles used for business purposes 
with no operator under 25 and 
on automobiles owned by busi- 
ness firms or unincorporated 
associations regardless of age of 
operator. 

Under the old schedules, all 
non-business automobiles with 
no youthful operator were desig- 
nated as “Class 1,” while all 
automobiles with. operators 
under 25, regardless of business 
Or non-business use, were in 
“Class 2." Machines used for 
business without youthful oper- 
ators were “Class 3." This class, 
as stated. continues with rates 
unchanged. 

New Classifications. 

The new schedules’ break 
classes 1 and 2 into 1A, 1B and 
1C and 2A, 2B and 2C, respec- 
tively. 

Class 1A covers non-business 
machines not customarily driven 
to work, 1B non-business ma- 
chines customarily driven less 
than 10 miles one way to work 
and 1C similar machines driven 
10 or more miles to work. 

Class 2A applies where oper- 
ators under 25 are not owners 
but are resident in the house- 
hold or are employed as chauf- 
feurs or are married and have 


‘children in the household. Class 


2B covers childless married per- 
sons under 25 who are owners 
or principal operators, class 2C 
unmarried persons under 25 who 
are principal operators. 

There are separate schedules 
for St. Louis and St. Louis coun- 
ty, with county rates somewhat 
lower.

“To assert that art can be 
found in the Metropolitan Opera 
House but not in a night club 
is rank snobbery that under- 
rates both the taste of the 


of its composers,” said the St. 
Louis-born opera star. 


Miss Traubel, successor to 
Kirsten Flagstad as the Met’s 
leading Wagnerian soprano, re- 
fused yesterday to renew her 
Met contract in a dispute with 
manager 
of the opera, who had suggested 
she refrain from cabaret ap- 
pearances in the New York city 
area while singing at the Met. 

A spokesman for Miss Trau- 
bel disclosed the dispute yes- 
terday, releasing an exchange of 
letters between her and Bing. 
The opera general manager 
immediately said the release of 
the correspondence was in “bad 
taste.” 

High Points of Letters. 

These were the important 
points in the letters: 

Bing, on Sept. 25, wrote. Miss 
Traubel concerning her _ con- 
tract, which had been offered 
some time previously and had 
not been returned, It was for 
the coming season, opening next 
month. 

He noted that there had been 
“reports that you are now ap- 
pearing in a night club, which 
makes me wonder whether you 
would perhaps, for the time 
being, rather not appear at the 
Metropoliten, as I could so well 
understand a feeling that these 
two activities do not really seem 
to mix well.” 

“Perhaps you would prefer,” 
he added, ‘“‘to give the Metropol- 
itan a ‘miss’ for a year or so 
until you may possibly feel that 
vou want again to change back 
to the more serious aspects of 
your art.” 

Bing concluded his letter with 
a request that Miss Traubel not 
appear in a New York area night 
club before and during the com- 
ing Met season and for at least 
one month afterward.

To Communists, Stassen Asserts 


Illegal Trade Still Serious Problem, How- 

ever, He Says in Report Likely to Stir 

Controversy — Movement of Non-War 
«Material to China Has Risen.

HE Free World tightened 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28. 
its embargo on shipments of 


strategic goods to Communist countries during the first half 

of this year, declares Harold E. Stassen, director of foreign 
operations, in a report to Congress today on enforcement of the 
Battle Act regulating trade with Iron Curtain countries. 


Stassen is responsible for en- 
forcement of the act in his ca- 
‘pacity as head of the new For- 
eign Operations Agency, succés- 
sor to the Economic Co-opera- 
tion Administration. 


In spite of the tightening, the 
Stassen report says illegal trade 
with the Soviet bloc of coun- 
tries is still “a serious problem” 
and “controls must be contin- 
ued.” 


Since trade with the Commu- 
nists is one of the most bitterly 
controversial issues in American 
foreign policy, Stassen’s report 
seems likely to aggravate the 
dispute rather than to calm it. 

Replaces Kem Amendment. 

The Battle Act replaced the 
so-called Kem amendment which 
imposed limits on United States 
aid to countries trading with the 
Reds. The Kem limits were so 
restrictive that they threatened 
the whole structure of this 
country’s alliances. To ease this 
t ~eat, the Battle Act denies aid 
c y to countries that knowingly 
p it shipment to the Soviet 

loc of certain highly strategic 
items listed by the administrator 
of the act. 

New controls on strategic ex- 
ports to Communist China were 
imposed the first half of 1953, 
and these have remained in ef- 
fect despite conclusion of the 
Korean truce, Stassen points out 
in his report, but non-strategic 
trade with China has increased 
this year. 


He says the Soviets have 
changed their propaganda and 
tactics in the economic field as 
well as in others since the death 
of Stalin, and now say they want 
to expand East-West trade on a 
vast scale, but, Stassen declares, 
there is no evidence that they 
want to buy any appreciable 
quantities of anything but stra- 
tegic goods. 

Even if the free world imposed 
no controls whatever, Stassen 
says, there is not much likeli- 
hood of any major increase in 
East-West trade because of 
shortages of exportable commod- 
ities and Soviet policies designed 
to achieve self-sufficienty for 
Russia and her satellites. 

Can’t Stop All Trade. 


To stop all East-West trade 
would be impossible and it 
would be undesirable to try to 
do so even if it were possible, 
Stassen argues. Some trade with 
Communist countries is more ad- 
vantageous to the free world 
than it is to the Reds, and this 
trade should be continued, he 
asserted. However, he warns, 
“undue dependence” on trade 
with the Soviet bloc would be 
dangerous. 


“Such dependence is risky if 
great enough to make a West- 
ern country unduly vulnerable 
to pressures from the bloc, pres- 
sures that would weaken the 
Western alliance,” he says. 


“The question of undue de- 
pendence is a hard one,” he goes 
on. “The best answer to it is 
the development of new sources 
of supply and new markets with- 
in the free world. This cannot 
be done overnight, but it must 
be done. 


“It means the reduction of 
tariff walls in the United States, 
thus allowing more imports to 
come in from our friends and 
allies. It means a similar loosen- 
ing of trade restrictions by other 
free nations. It means greater 
economic integration among the 
European countries. It means 
more production per man-hour 
fn the factories, mines and farms 
of the Free World. It means 
steady advancement in the eco- 
nomic development of the un- 
derdeveloped areas of the world. 

“All these things are impor- 
tant for reasons that are not re- 
lated to East-West trade, but the 
problem of East-West trade 


gives them an additional element 
of urgency.” 
Eisenhower Trade Policy. 

Although Stassen does not say 
so in his report, this is a thumb- 
nail sketch of the Eisenhower 
Administration’s basic world eco- 
nomic policy. 


The United States and other 
principal trading nations of the 
free world are constantly per- 
fecting their controls over trade 
with the Soviet bloc and broad- 
ening “the area of agreement as 
to what materials ought to be 
controlled,” Stassen said in his 
report, and the emphasis in their 
embargos is, accordingly, now 
shifting to “enforcement activi- 
ties.” 

The principal free nations 
which control exports of strate- 
gic commodities to Communist 
countries exchange views and 
try to work out common policies 
through a “Consultative Group” 
with headquarters in Paris, Stas- 
sen disclosed. Members of the 
group are the United States, 
Britain, Canada, France, Western 
Germany, Italy, Belgium, Den- 
mark, Norway, Holland, Luxem- 
bourg, Portugal, Greece, Turkey 
and Japan. 

Enforcement Improved. 


“The free nations have im- 
proved their co-operation with 
one another in enforcement mat- 
ters,” Stassen says. “They have 
intensified their enforcement ac- 
tivities and made them increas- 
ingly effective.” 


Attempts to evade controls 
continue, however, he said. 


“In Asia, in Europe, in North 
and South America, a criminal 
fringe of people who don’t mind 
fooling with dynamite in order 
to fill their pockets with con- 
taminated banknotes or to carry 
out the.wishes of Communist 
higher-ups—this criminal ele- 
ment continued its attempts to 
evade the strategic controls of 
the free nations” during the first 
half of this year, Stassen de- 
clared. 

Stassen described several 
cases of small-scale but spectac- 
ular smuggling attempts that 
have accompanied the Commu- 
nists’ attempts to get strategic 


materials in spite of the free 


world’s embargo on them. 
Smuggler’s Stunts. 


In one, a swimmer equipped | 


with “frog man” flippers tried 
to fasten rubber bags containing 
American tool bits to the hull 


of a boat about to sail from } 
Hong Kong to Macao, where the |Win, 


bits would be picked up and 
sent on to Communist China. 
In another case, strategic goods 
were found concealed under- 
neath the deck of a Chinese 
fishing junk off Hong Kong 
bound for the Communist main- 
land. In a third case, Thai 
border police intercepted a ship- 
ment of arms being sent to the 
Communist-led Vietminh rebels 
in Indochina. 

However, violations of the ex- 
port controls of the free nations 
are not confined to such stunts, 
Stassen said. There are meth- 
ods more refined than those, 
more diverse and ingenious and 
more troublesome. 

“By such methods in Europe, 
for example, cargoes of highly 
strategic goods have too often 
moved to the Soviet bloc during

“Cargoes were shunted from 
country to country. Sometimes 
a cargo moved far westward, 
away from the Soviet bloc and 
then made a sweeping en@ run 
in an attempt to cross the goal 
line in a different part of the 
continent. 

Many Violators Not Reds. 
“Communist party officials were 
active in the intricate under- 
ground networks, but many of 
the violators were inflamed by 
no other ideology than that of 
personal gain. Moscow was will- 
ing to pay premium prices and 
fat commissions for the strategic 
materials it needed, so illegal 
East-West trade assumed the 
form of profitable business—and 
sometimes big business —for 
those few persons in free coun- 
tries who were naive or callous 
enough to engage in it.” 

“The United States,” Stassen 
says, “has not always agreed with 
other countries on questions that 
have arisen in the day-to-day 
operation of strategic controls, 
but the exaggerated idea that 
these countries have no interest 
in controlling strategic items is 
not only false but dangerous, 
since it leads to unwarranted dis- 
trust toward the very countries 
that we badly need, and that 
badly need us, in the common 
defense effort.”

JERUSALEM, Sept. 28 (AP)— 
Work on the disputed Jordan 
river canal project near the 
Syrian border was resumed on 
a full scale yesterday. 


The Israeli cabinet met and 
approved Foreign Minister Mo- 
she Sharett’s position in reject- 
ing the request of Maj. Gen.

In some communities where they 
have been berated, teachers have 
challenged professional and business 
people to choose their teams and 
engage in contests of knowledge in 
history and current affairs, Where 
the challenge has been accepted, the 
teachers have not come out second 
best. 

Those who complain about the 
quality of teachers can do something 
about it if they are really interested. 
They can stand for election for their 
local school boards. They can let 
their .present board of education 
members know that they would not 
object to tax increases for purposes 
of increased salaries for teachers. 

Every comprehensive study ever 
made points conclusively to the fact 
that capable and qualified teachers 
gravitate to points of higher salaries.

Those citizens who complain about 
the quality of teachers would not 
consider an operation by a medical 
student who had not finished his 
training. Many of those same people 
do or say nothing when they see 
their children and their futures en- 
trusted to the supervision of a poor- 
ly trained teacher. 

It is regrettable that the number 
of capable ete ee finding their way 
into the teaching profession is not 
large enough to meet the need. This 
situation could be changed overnight 
if teachers’ salaries were made com- 
parable to the salaries of other pro- 
fessional people with equal training 
and experience. 

Considering the salaries, the field 
of teaching, like the ministry, has 
attracted a remarkably capable and, 
yes, well-informed group. 

No community need hire sub- 
standard teachers. Try paying re- 
spectable salaries and see what hap- 
pens to the calibre of your teachers.

Defense Without Alliance 


Seven years ago a proposal for a defense trea- 
ty with Franco Spain would have been almost 
unmentionable in Washington. But that treaty 
has now been signed and i a measure of the 
political swing of the postwar world. 

Americans can‘easily remember the free 
world’s opinion of Franco as World War II 
ended. He found himself isolated from the vic- 
tors for his association with the vanquished Axis 
powers. He and what he stood for were hated. 

But at that moment a grave new threat to 
world peace loomed out of the East. The West 
had to gird itself once more and in Washington 
military necessity became more, important than 
political complexions of potential allies. 

Even then it took years for the United States 
to complete its approach to Spain. Our leaders 
distrusted Franco. Our Allies despised him. The 
Spaniards themselves feared involvement in any 
world war and set a high price for their bases. 

Consequently the direct negotiations, when 
finally begun, dragged on for 17 months, and 
when the treaty was finally signed it was a sur- 
prise to nobody. , 

The emotional steam about the sous has sub- 
sided, as a New York Herald Tribune dispatch 
reprinted on this page observes. The need for 
Spanish bases has diminished with the growth 
of Allied bases elsewhere. 

In the end, the defense treaty which grew 
out of these changing seasons of suspicion and 
apathy is a most cautious kind of agreement. 

The new treaty speaks of a “continued friend- 
ship” between America and Spain which has not 
continued long if, indeed, it has really begun. 

The treaty is in no wise an alliance, as the 
State Department is careful to point out. 

The purpose of the treaty is to provide for 
joint use of Spanish air and naval bases but it 
does not provide for this in wartime, when the 
bases should be most useful. 

In return for bases, the United States is giving 
Franco $226,000,000 in military assistance, with 
more aid to come. An economic pact accompanies 
the defense treaty, and President Eisenhower is 
expected to ask Congress for more aid funds. 

If the United States is not getting a definite 
alliance out of this, it is well to remember that 
Franco proved a most uncertain ally even for 
the Axis powers, though no friend of the democ- 
racies. Washington is well aware of that. The 
prolonged negotiations and arms-length treaty 
prove it. 
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Drouth, a National Disaster 


Senator Symington’s appeal to the Federal 
Government to pay the freight on hay for Mis- 
souri’s drouth-stricken dairymen and cattlemen 
is a reasonable request. Missouri’s scouts in 
the northern plains report that hay can be 
bought in the fields for around $20 a ton. Get- 
ting it, here will cost another $15 or $20. As 
Perry Compton, chairman of the ig 
State Committee, says, most of our Yarmers 
cannot afford to pay that high a price. 

Washington has recognized its responsibility 
for drouth relief by making surplus grain avail- 
able to the farmers. Surely the criterion. of 
federal aid is not merely the availability of sur- 
plus feeds in storage, but the need ‘itself. The 
need now is for hay. 

Drouth in Missouri is as truly a national 
disaster as flood or hurricane, to which the 
Federal Government responds as a matter of 
course. The response in the preserit instance 
should be taken equally for granted. 
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Clinching Eighth Place 


Anyone who slenaben the Browns in the 
great years of the early 1920s—when the incom- 
parable Sisler transformed high, wide and low 
throws into putouts at first, when Joe Gedeon 
was grabbing liners over second and Wally Ger- 
ber was pulling in the hot ones at short, when 
the outfield was a trio of rivals to Ty Cobb, the 
Messrs. Baby Doll Jaeobson, Kenny Williams and 
Johnny Tobin, all of whom could and did break 
up ball games—anyone who remembers those 
Browns will be glad that the St. Louis Ameri- 
cans are still in St. Louis today. They will be 
glad even though, as some wag put it the other 
day, the Browns clinched eighth place in the 
league this year. 

The trouble in recent years has been with the 
Browns rather than with St. Louis. There were 
plenty of fans on hand to cheer those first-to- 
second-to-first double plays 30 years ago. Many 
a straw hat sailed onto the field when Urban 
Shocker turned in a great pitching performance. 
But few fans are going to stay interested in 
a continuously losing team. 

A group of Browns rooters showed what they 
thought of the Veeck management when they 
suspended a dummy by a rope and labeled it 
“Bill Wreck” on one side and “Traitor’s End” on 
the other. This uncomplimentary gesture was 
meant to summarize the feeling of many that Bill 
Veeck bought the Browns to move them. He 
promised a better team, but it has not material- 
ized. The year Ned Garver won 20 games it was 
for an eighth-place club. We have had midgets, 
free drinks and fireworks, put these did not 
substitute for hitters and pitchers. 

Now the American League owners have voted 
a second time against Veeck’s plea to move the 
Browns to Baltimore. This does not mean they 
may not reverse themselves some day—or that 
they may not favor some other city. But Balti- 
more is out now. And so the talk of a home- 
owned Browns team comes up again. It is a 
chance that may not survive for long. If St. 
Louis wants to continue as a two-team city now is 
the time to do something about it. Laments will 
be too late. 


How Not to Do It 


The Army's new Chief of Staff. Gen. Mat- 


thew B. Ridgway, has established a permanent 
committee to study ways and means to increase 
the appeal of an Army career. 

The failure of the military life to attract as 
many high caliber men as are needed and the 
departure from the Army of many who would 
be valuable to it have been a serious worry to 
such leaders as Gen. Omar N, Bradley for a long 
time. The new committee, which consists of 
seven high-ranking officers, headed by Maj. 
Gen. Robert N. Young, Assistant Chief of Staff 
for Personnel, has the blessing of Defense Secre- 
tary Charles E. Wilson. 

There can be no doubt as to the value of such 
a study. The need for keeping our defense in 
able hands does not need to be argued. But it is 
ironical that such an effort should be announced 
just as the Air Force, for example, is dropping 
some 6500 officers, many of whom can now 
properly be described as hardship cases. 

At the end of World War II, the defense serv- 
ices urged men to stay in uniform to assist in 
the national security. The patriotic appeal per- 
suaded many to continue in service and there 
are a lot of officers who gave up opportunities, 
to return to civilian occupations seven or eight 


years ago. Now an undetermined number of these 
are being dropped, and at a time when indus- 
try is experiencing more than a few layoffs. 
There are Air Force officers who feel that a 
promise to them has been broken and who 
can deny it? 

The new committee in Secretary Wilson's de- 
fense department has work to do all right and 
one of the first items it might well list is this 
sudden retirement of officers who might have 
made their careers in the Air Force. 
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YES on the Bonds 


Only one bond issue is to be voted on Tues- 
day, but the balloting is as important to the 
future of St. Louis as many a general election. 

When the voters mark their ballots for or 
against the $1,500,000 bond issue to finance re- 
development of the plaza area downtown, they 
will be deciding whether St. Louis is to move 
forward, or stand still. They will be choosing 
between progress—and decay. 

Last March, when the bond issue came before 
the voters at the same time they were selecting 
candidates in the municipal primary, the plaza 
project received a majority: of the votes in 
every one of the 28 wards. The bond issue was 
approved by nearly 63 per cent of the total vote. 

There is no question, then, that a great ma- 
jority of the people of St. Louis desire the plaza 
project to go forward. The only question is 
whether enough voters will do their duty to in- 
sure the necessary two-thirds favorable vote. 

If the sponsors of the bond issue look at the 
returns of last March, they will know where the 
big job has to be done Tuesday. The largest 
majorities for the proposal then came from the 
17th, 22d, 23d, 24th, 25th and 28th wards—all 
lying along the outer boundaries of the city. 
The smallest majorities were recorded in the 
3d, 6th, 15th, 16th, 18th and 19th wards, which 
are located in the central and downtown areas, 
and on the South Side. 

Thus the task is to hold or increase the ma- 
jorities obtained in the outlying and newer sec- 
tions of the tity, while getting more votes in 
the areas closer in. 

We urge the voters to make their decision on 
the merits of the real issue at stake. The ques- 
tion is one which affects all voters wherever 
they live. It is, very simply, whether St. Louis 
shall take the first step to arrest the blight of a 
central section which pays more than one third 
of the city’s property taxes—a burden which, if 
not borne by this area, must be borne by others. 

The issue is progress—or decay. 
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Alabama Against the Giveaway 

Alabama’s suit against the offshore-oil law 
shows how completely false was the original 
argument in favor of that act—that it would 
“quiet” the title of the stateg. Never has the 
clamor been more extreme. Alabama's action 
before the Supreme Court contends that Texas, 
Florida and Louisiana may require Alabama 
fishermen to pay license fees under the act, 
which it declares to be unconstitutional. 

Arkansas is already attacking .the constitu- 
tionality of this act giving offshore oil to a few 
coastal states. Missouri. is preparing to bring 
suit. Texas and Louisiana are embroiled in a 
dispute over their offshore boundaries. 

Congress has got itself into this mess, and the 
strong indications are that it will have to depend 
on the Supreme Court to get it out. A decision 
reaffirming what the high court said in the 
California and Texas cases—that nobody owns 
the ocean, but that dominion over these marginal 
seas is an adjunct of national sovereignty— 
offers the only visible hope of quieting the 
inevitable discord at last.

When Washington University awarded honor- 
ary degrees at its centennial commencement last 
June none was more widely applauded locally 
than that to the Rev. James Bernard Macelwane, 
S.J. The fiftieth anniversary of this eminent 
scientist's entry into the Jesuit order provides 
an even more appropriate occasion for the com- 
munity to demonstrate its appreciation of his 
contributions to human relations as well as to the 
highly specialized field of seismology. 

As head of St. Louis University’s geophysics 
department from 1925 and dean of its Institute 
of Technology since 1944, Father Macelwane 
has made his university a leading center in the 
study of earthquakes, their causes and naturé, 
No one of his generation stands higher in tne 
scholarship of the composition of the earth and 


the convulsions which occur from time to time - 


deep below the surface. This regard is attested 
by the awards and bonors which have been paid 
him for his books and many articles in scientific 
journals. He who rises as high in the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science, the 
while receiving tributes from overseas, is an 
adornment to his faculty and city and state. 
But Dean Macelwane is far more than a dis- 
tinguished scientist. He is a rare purveyor of 
kindness and good will as well. Countless St. 
Louisans who cannot follow him in his prob- 
ings beneath the earth’s crust have been en- 
riched by his explorations of the human heart. 
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More One-Party Press

After 18 months of negotiations the 
United States has just concluded 
with the Spanish Government a pact 
on use of military and naval bases in 
Spain, but it is clear that there has 
been a steady deflation of much of 
the original emotional steam and mil- 
itary pressure behind the project. 


It was July of 1951 when Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson first announced 
that the American Government was 
prepared to enter unilaterally into de- 
fense arrangements 
with the Franco 
Government. It was 
April of 1952 when 
the _ negotiations 
officially: opened. 
Three American 
Ambassadors — 
Lincoln MacVeagh, 
Stanton Griffis and 
James C. Dunn — 
have worked on the 
problem at Madrid. 

The negotiations 
themselves have 
been about -the 
most secret diplo- 
macy that the 
United States has managed to effect 
since the war. Almost nothing has been 
known to the public about the form 
of the proposed pact, the demands and 
counter-demands which have been put 
forward or the reasons for the extreme- 
ly long delay. 


NATO Took Less Time 


?

It took less time to conclude the 
North Atlantic Treaty among 14 nations 
than it has taken to conclude a contract 
with Spain alone... 


There is a suspicion, on the one hand, 
that the Truman Administration prob- 
ably did not have much heart for a 
Spanish pact anyway and was perfectly 
content to let things drag. But, on the 
other ‘side of the coin, there is the fact 
that Spain as a nation has always his- 
torically almost priced itself out of the 
market as an ally for any body—Adolf 
Hitler included. 


It is probable that the original pres- 
sure behind Secretary of State Acheson 
when he reversed American policy in 
1951 was more congressional than mil- 
itary or political. Congress had gone 
so far as to earmark funds for Spain 
in advance of the State Department 
decision to negotiate. 


Whether this action helped or hin- 
dered the negotiations ‘a congression- 
al guaranty of $125,000,000 in advance 
certainly must have helped Generalis- 
simo Francisco Franco) remains part 
of the unpublished history of the long 
discussions. 


The political emotions of America’s 
North Atlantic Pact allies have also 
undergone a considerable cooling-off 


period since the first Acheson an- 
nouncement. In July, 1951, the French 
Foreign Ministry was warnifig of 
“moral, political and technical” objec- 
tions to the project and the Foreign 
Office at London was declaring that 
the West would lose ground in the 
cold war “if we become tarred with the 
Franco brush.” Today nobody much 


cares what the United States and Spain ° 


sign. 

Finally, the military and naval pic- 
ture in Europe has changed so radical- 
ly in the last months and years that the 
addition of Spanish bases to those al- 
ready established by and for Americans 
in Europe is not only not as urgent 
a matter as it once was. It might even 
prove a somewhat embarrassing over- 
extension at. a time when national 
budgets are getting tighter and tighter. 


Navy Acquires New Bases 


Part of the original military argu- 
ment for an Am2?rican-Spanish pact was 
based on the idea that strategic bomb- 
er bases and tactical air bases could 
be established safely behind the Pyren- 
ees. But today the strategic bomber pic- 
ture is more than taken care of by the 
American bases in French Morocco, 
while the NATO countries are collec- 
tively involved in a massive program 
of tactical air bases in western Europe.. 


The United States Air Force, in fact, 
has now ordered, as a result of budget 
cuts, that no permanent housing or 
barracks are to be built in North Afri- 
ca, and under the circumstances it 
probably is not going to want to em- 
bark on much of a new construction 
program in Spain. 

In any case,,the main accent of the 
Spanish pact “tin be on the Navy. The 
Americans are expected to get rights 
to naval bases at Cadiz, Cartagena, Fl 
Ferrol and a site, reportedly, on the is- 
land of Majorca also. 


Spain a ‘Reserve Position’ 


The pact srobably will provide funds 
for enlarging Spanish airfields at Alba- 
cete, Barcelona and Madrid, and a 
fourth in northern Spain. A fuel pipe- 
line may be built from the planned 
Cartagena naval base to the air in- 
stallation at Albacete. 

All of these installations will require 
not just money, but service personnel 
and manpower as well, 


Basically, the strategic weight of Al- 
lied power has shifted in the two years 
farther east—to the tactical airfields 
and the armies and supply depots in 
West Germany, and to Greece and Tur- 
key and Italy. 

Spain, in a military sense, is 
only a “reserve position,” and is not 
likely to rank very high in American 
military priorities. Certainly it is not 
as high in rank in this respect as it 
might have been in 1951.

Arctic Scientist and Poet 


ICEBOUND SUMMER, by Sally Carrigher, (Alfred 

A. Knopf, 262 pas. %.) 

Sally Cuvtsher, a naturalist, spent 
three years on the northwest coast of 
Alaska. She lived in Eskimo villages, 
went hunting for seal and whales and 
traveled inland by dog sled. During 
winter the frozen earth and water 
seemed lifeless as the moon; in the 
brief summers, life reappeared at every 
hand, Migratory birds came north by 
the millions, covering the beaches. The 
seas pulsated ‘with schooling fish. 

Observing this with a scientist’s eye 
and with a poet’s 
wonderment con- 
cerning the nature 
of things, Miss 
Carrighar has tried 
to describe in her 
book the fleeting 
season of semi- 
warmth in the Are- 
tic. Each of the 
book’s chapters is 
an essay of consid- 
erable charm in 
which the life cycle 
of some fish, bird 
or beast receives 
attention. Man ap- 
pears in these chap- 
ters, but seldom as protagonist. 

The reader, even though unfamiliar 
with fauna and flora of the Far North, 
may follow Miss Carrighar’s narratives 
with confidence that she does not twist 
the facts. That is the mark of a good 
naturalist-writer, of course—the easy 
transition to the animal kingdom and 
the ability to personify its denizens 
while avoiding sloppiness or cuteness. 

It is a singular pleasure, for a St. 
Louisan after a warmish summer, to es- 
cape into the depths of Norton Sound 
with Miss Carrighar’s beluga whale, 
ride the ice floes with a polar bear or 
make the Hawali flight with a golden 
plover.

ON’T get the idea that the 
ans who packed the Loew's 
State theater for the Mar- 
ciano-LaStarza title fight, Fri- 
day, believe the answer to the 
fight television problem has 
been found. . . . Those pres- 
ent enjoyed what they 
saw. ... But they didn’t see 
enough. . .. Not by about 
fifty per cent.... The figures 
of the battlers were huge, to 
be sure... But the lighting 
was dim, the visibility about 
half the clarity of the moving 
picture that preceded the 
showing of the fight, and at 
times the whole scene seemed 
unnatural] due to photographic 
distortion. 

A letter to Sports Editor 
Roy Stockton from “G. M. R.,” 
‘describes what fans saw ad- 
mirably.... In part he com- 
ments that: 

“1. The picture wasn’t 
black and white but was more 
or less amber 

“2. There was no definition. 
The picture was hazy. It was 
dim. There was no sharp 
focus. That all might have 
been due to the large blowup. 

“I read one squib (about 
the TV of the bout) that said 
the showing wasn’t as sharp 
as a moving picture and that 
there was no distortion. ... 
There was no distortion of fig- 
ures, but the ring itself was 
distorted in that the picture 
had no depth—that is, with the 
seconds gathered in LaStarza’s 
corner, the referee in the mid- 
dle of the ring appeared to 
be almost shoulder to shoulder 
with them; and the far ring 
post appeared to be almost 
shoulder to shoulder with the 
referee.

T should be a point of pride with every homemaker never to 
tele a dull meal.

They lift it out of the ordinary and give it dash and style. 


Take pickles, for example. There is no law which requires 
them to be served only in the relish dish. Try using them as an 
ingredient and see how their color, their crisp texture and tangy, 
pungent flavor give a lift to main dishes, vegetables, salads and 
sauces. 


There are today over 36 types of pickles from which to 
choose, most of which belong to four groups: dill, sour, ‘sweet 
and fresh-packed. If your experience with pickles has been lim- 
ited to a half a dozen of the better-known varieties, get acquaint- 
ed with their 30 cousins; you may discover some which will 
become your favorites. 


The nutritive value of pickles has been well recognized since 
the days when early sailing ships carried them as a preventive 
of scurvy. Twentieth century scientists have proved that they 
are a valuable source of vitamins A, B1, B2 and C, as well as 
many minerals.

Of the 560 pounds of fish, 
356 were lost by natural causes, 
such as death from birds, musk- 
rats, other fish and old age, he 
found, Fishermen caught 304 
pounds. 

He said 368 pounds were 
gained by growth, so the net 
loss was 292 pounds, leaving 
268 pounds to be replaced by 
young fish.

Army Life, a la James Jones 
DID not read James Jones's best-selling novel, “FROM 
HERE TO ETERNITY,” but my impression from what I 
hear of it was that it wag notable chiefly for its singular 
bitterness, the crude power of some of its scenes, and its 
author’s attempt to register a new high in, 
the use of four-letter words in a novel. 
In the movie version at LOEW’S STATE, 
the first of these qualities has been diluted 
considerably; under Fred Zinnemann’s di- 
rection the second has been retained to 
some extent, and, of course, the third has 
necessarily been deleted. 

The book, about Army life at Schofield Barracks, Ha- 
wali, in 1941, probably shocked some literary club members 
by such revelations as that our Regular Army, among others, 
produced in its personnel some bullmecked brutes Whose 
most subtle methods of persuasion included bellowing, a 
punch in the jaw, or a kick in the shins; that soldiers some- 
times associated with prostitutes and that a good deal of 
barracks language consisted of obscenities; that some offi- 
cers were not models of morality and integrity; and by the 
graphic account of the love affairs of Pvt. Robert E. Lee 
Prewitt with a prostitute (here made into a “club hostess”) 
and of First Sgt. Milton Warden with his Captain’s wife. 

Possibly because of this reputation, plus some critical 
acclaim in the East, the film has been setting box-office 
records, with the customers, I am sure, expecting stark 
realism and flaming sex. I wasn’t able to detect these quali- 
ties in as much force as has often been brought to the 
screen. The film further suffers from murky motivation of 
some of its characters and lack of dramatic power in its 
final scenes. But it does have many vivid episodes and some 
sharp characterizations, notably those by Burt Lancaster 
as First Sgt. Warden, Donna Reed as the “club hostess,” 
Deborah Kerr as Karen Holmes, the Captain's wife, Frank 
Sinatra as Angelo and Ernest Borgnine as the brutal Sgt. 
Fatso Judson. 

Some of the more striking episodes are the shoddy scenes 
in the “club,” the cynically sure approach of Sgt. Warden 
to Mrs. Holmes in the kitchen of her home, the knife fight 
between Prewitt and Fatso in an alley, some impassioned 
quarreling on a lonely beach between Mrs. Holmes and 
Sgt. Warden, a humorously drunken episode and Prewitt’s 
playing of taps for his dead buddy, Angelo.

I FOUND a number of puzzling or unconvincing holes in 
the dramatic structure. Montgomery Clift’s playing of Prew- 
itt, the instinctive rebel who bucked the Army system, left 
me confused. A stubborn, feisty, non-conformist fellow is 
played as a dreamy idealist. He accepts the brutalities of 
“The Treatment,” for his refusal to box on the company 
team, with a serenity worthy of Plato. He rebels against the 
system, yet proudly chooses to be a 30-year man, when any 
professional soldier would know that the ideal place for the 
determined individualist is hardly in Army ranks. He comes 
to his end on the night after Pear] Harbor, when he is shot 
down by sentries when he refuses to obey their challenge as 
he is trying to make his way back to his company after being 
AWOL.

THERE are some 4nconsistencies in the presentation of 
Sgt. Warden also. He is described as a “fair guy,” yet he 
looks’on the brutal persecution of Prewitt with cynical amuse- 
ment. He is attracted to the Captain's wife by what he thinks 
is her roving eye, yet he is as shocked as a schoolboy by 
barracks gossip about her previous escapades. 

Capt. Holmes, portrayed as a sadist in the book, is too 
much a negative character as played here by Philip Ober. 
There is no satisfactory explanation of why Mrs. Holmes 
should. have’ continued to remain married to the Captaim 
after Her hatred of him became so intense, and it is not 
reasonably explained why she cannot marry the Sergeant 
after she does get the divorce. It is evidently due to her 
inbred officer class distinctions. 

The buttering-up of the Army, doubtless so as to obtain 
permission to use Schofield Barracks and soldiers in the 
scenes, by having Capt. Holmes forced to retire and showing 
his replacement as a competent, vigorous, and fair officer 
(incidents not in the book) is entirely too obviously done. 
Above all, there is in Daniel Taradash’s screen play no con- 
nected central idea. Is there justification or thought behind 
Prewitt’s rebelliom against the system? Or is a system 
to subjugate men into a-common mold justified philosophi- 
cally for obvious military reasons? Or is this merely an 


isolated incident of persecution and selfish cruelty on the . 


part of one officer? The screen play avoids all this cautious- 
ly, and thereby loses in power, in contrast to the savagery 
of the book.

Notes on Oil Storage Tanks. 


T THIS particular time of 
A yee it is always a good idea 

to give a few minutes of un- 
interrupted thought to your oil 
Storage tank whether it sits 
comfortably in the basement or 
not quite so comfortably under- 
ground. 

Unless a tank is kept full of 
oil during the warm weather it 
is almost certain that condensa- 
tion will occur inside the tank. 
The water produced by conden- 
sation will sink to the bottom 
of the tank because it is heavier 
than the oil. In time the water 
will cause the bottom of the 
tank to rust and eventually to 
leak.

Then; little by 
little, things begin to happen, 
and if you have patience and 
work hard, your organization 
eventually evolves. Since you 
are working with human be- 
ings, there will always be dif- 
ficulties and ups and downs in 
the running of different or- 
ganizations.
